Leather and Hides—Trade has not yet recovered the 
shock by the failures, and operations arc still much con- 
fined. Prices continue almost unchanged. Liverpool, 
for some descriptions of hides, is about 4 under London 
ratcs. 

Produce—Our sugar market has somewhat improved, 
and prices are steady. Iu refined, also, there has been more 
doing. The tea trade is, however, still dull. In Liver- 
pool, holders having, during the past week, supplied the 
sugar market rather freely, buyers were enabled to 
obtain some advantage, more especially in Bengal dates, 
which declined from 6d to ls. The demand for coffee 
and cocoa in the latter place has been rather quiet ; but 
rice was in active request, and the business tran 

has been extensive, with a further improvement of 6d 
per cwt. The transactions on the spot include 1,300 
bags fine Bengal, at les to 16s 6d; and 50 tierces 
Corolina at 248, 9d. per cwt. 


In the London market business, generally, was dull 
during the early part of the past week, but with the 
subsequent change in the weather, the demand for some 
of the primary articires improved. Extensive transac- 
tions took place in rice, at a further advance of 3d per 
cwt., but the market became heavy and the advance was 
lost. For some small parcels of saltpetre 6d 

was accepted. In sugar a good average business was 
concluded, and, the stock of refined goods having been 
worked down a firmer tone pervades the market through- 
out. Liberal supplies of coffee have been brought forward, 
but the demand has been sufficient to effect a fair clearance 
at full prices to a slight advance. Native Ceylons have 
realised le advance. The tea trade remains exceedingly 
quiet, business being almost whol ¥ confined to the par- 
cels occasionally forced off in public sale, and for these 
irregular prices were accepted. The common qualities 
of cocoa are the turn cheaper. The principal feature 
in spices is a decline of 7s to 10s for Cochin ginger; for 
Bengal, however, 2s advance has been obtained. Oil- 
seeds have again advanced in value, and, as a conse- 
quence, former rates have been more freely paid for 
seed oils. The common kinds of olive oil have advanced 
20s per tun. Sperm is also dearer. Tallow maintains 
an upward tendency, and is again 9d to Is dearer; spot, 
51s 9d to 52s. 

Provisions—Prices in London, for Irish bacon and 
butter, have declined; buyers are looking for still lower 
rates. 

Eggs—Export price, 6s 4d. 

Potatoes—2s to 38 6d per cwt.

Cattle—The supply of stock at London on yesterday 
was large, consisting of 7,801 beasts, 40,100 sheep and 
lambs, 540 calves, and 280 pigs. Underthe influence of 
this — 2 supply all descriptions, excepting pigs, were 
very dull, and from 4d to $d per lb lower. In Liverpool, 
on same day, the number cattle offered for sale was 
much larger than on the previous Monday, but there was 
a decrease in the number of sheep. The demand for 
beasts was accorcingly slow, but inferior only were re- 
duced in value, and that considerably ; prime sold at 
last week’s prices, and sheep were dearer, The num- 
ber of cattle and sheep at market amounted to 2,186 of 
the former, and 10,292 af the latter. 


Grain, &c.—In consequence of the favourable change 
in the weather, and from liberal supplies, prices in 
London were on vhe decline towards the close of last 
week, and at Mark-lane, on yesterday, there was acon- 
siderable reduction from the quotations of the Monday 
previous. The Liverpool market also, which has been 
for some time past on the advance, has turned, and 
prices are now tending downward ; wheat being to- 
day to be had at 3d per cental, or nearly 9d per barrel 
lower, and four and Indian corn having also declined 
in value, the former about Is per sack, and the latter 
6d per quarter. At our Corn Exchange, to-day, the 
market was not —— affected by the fall in 
Loudon prices, and t was no quotable alteration in fo- 
reign wheat, the stocks in Dublin not being e. 
Old oats were steady in value, and Indian corn Ibralla 
went upto 558 6d. The stocks here of the latter grain 
are also small, and importers are keeping a close look 
out for reports of the potato crop, — we regret to say 
that those continuing to be received are such as to in- 
crease the apprehensions which already exist, and to 
give cause for alarm ; the Kemps have been much in- 
jured in many places, and the Downs are now showing 
symptome of disease. The supply of new grain has 
been on the increase, but the samples shown at market 
have been generally rather soft and in bad condition. 
Trade on the whole closed rather dull, with buyers on 
the look out for lower rates from the reductions 
across the channel, but our quotations are nomi- 
mally the same as those of Friday.

Pesta, Torspar—It is certain that although traa- | 
quillity continues to prevail in Hungary, it is less to be 
attributed to the measures taken by the Government 
than to the present union with which the national 
movement is organised throughout the country. 

The instructions for this course of action have been 
given by secret chiefs, and are observed by the masses 
with an admirable discipline. It is, therefore, believed 
that unless the Government bring the present crisis to 
s solution, grave complications will result. 


AUSTRIA. 

Vienna, Tumspay.—Count Nadasky, the Minister of 
Justice, who has already twice tendered his resignation, 
insists upon leaving the Cabinet at the close of the 
extraordimary session of the Reichsrath. His retire- 

„ gent Will bring about, if not a complete change, at 
leg essential modifications in the present Ministry. 
During his stay here, Prince Metternich has not ceased 
to urge the Government to enter frankly upon liberal 
reforms, which he stated to be the most efficacious 
means to establish the influence of Austria abroad. 


TURKEY. 

CorsTANTINOPLE, Zap Serremper.—The 6th article of 
the 1st protocol, signed on the 3rd August last, at Paris, 
expressly stipulates that the six articles composing the 
protocol shall be textually embodied in a convention. 
Nevertheless, the project of this convention is elaborated 
at Paris. Some phrases were introduced foreign to the 
protocol of 3rd August, and of a nature to excite the 
susceptibility of the Porte. Although the convention had, 
en the representation made by Vekif Effendi, been con- 
fined purety and simply tothe above- mentioned articles 
there still remains an allusion to the Hatti Houmayoun 
of 1856, which the Divan will not admit. Vekif Effendi 
will therefore receive full power to sign the convention, 
but with full instructions not to make use of them, 
should the said allusion not be removed from the origi- 
nal text of the convention. 


BOMBAY MAIL. 

The advices from Bombay are to August 7th. The 
Hon. W. A. Morehead had succeeded provisionally to 
the Governorship of Madras. A famine was impending 
in the north-west provinces. It was hoped that a 
seasonable fall of rain might still avert some of the 
horrors of such a calamity. The people were already 
bartering their children to save them from starvation. 
Trade was very dull at Bombay. The number of 
spinning and weaving companies, if carried out, threaten 
a revolution in the market for English manufactures. 
‘The establishments already formed represent a million 
ef capital working over three hundred thousand spindles. 
‘The business in cotton piece goods was very insignificant, 
and also in cotton twist and other descriptions of cotton 
goods. Prices generally lower. Metals of all kinds dull. 
Cotton had further declined from eight to twelve rupees, 
an consequence of continued unfavourable advices from 
Bagland. The exports were chiefly for China. A 
further decline expected. Freight had upward ten- 
dencies. Quotations for Liverpool were 50s to 52s 6d for 
seeds, and 558 to 60s for cotton. Exchange still looking 
upward. The banks were drawing at 2f. 9-16. Bombay 
letters were despatched to Liverpool at 6-15, this
